BIG JOB PREPARING 
FEDERAL VOTERS LISTS 
—:0:——. 

All over Canada the work of _— pre- 
paring a new and permanent voter‘s 
list for the Dominion has been in pro- 
gress and 40,000 enumerators have 
been employed. The remuneration is 
5 cents a name to rural enumerators 
and 7 cents a name in the cities. The 
enumerators are supposed to work to- 
gether in the city, bringing the cost 
to 14 cents a name. An allowance of 
$10 is made in rural areas for the 
three afternoons, for correcting the 
lists, but no such allowance is made 
in the cities. Printing of lists and re- 
printing is expected to cost about 
$1,000,000. The total expense of pre- 
paring the first list under the act is 
expected to be about $2,000,000, Ano- 
ther $500,000 will be added annually 
for salaries of permanent registrars 
in each electoral district. Details in 
connection with compilation of — the 
new voter's list makes it seem un 
fikely that there will be any election 
before next July. 


NEW DOMINION 
FORESTRY STATION 


Opening of a new Dominion forest- 
ry experimental station in the Knan- 
askis district, in Southern Alberta 
wil lead to six hundred single unem- 
ployed men being placed in camps in 
that region, according to provincial 
authorities. Announcement that 40,000 
acres in that area will be transferred 
by the province to the Dominion tor 


forestry station operations was made} 


recently by Premier Reid, Under the 
agreement, which covers a long term 
lease, the Dominion is to have the 
property so long as it is used for ex 
perimental purposes. Some 22 miles 
of main roadway will be built through 
the reserve, in addition to branch 
roads, and permanent buildings will 
be erected. The Alberta station will 
be located south of the Knanaskis 


dam, in the valley of the Kananaskis | 


river, north of the lake of that name.
